Time,  Money,  Effort  Will 
Be  Saved  By  Fewer 
Concetotions 

Sliinlnatlon  of  comnon  errors 
in  %friting  crop  insurance  ap¬ 
plications  by  more  careful  at¬ 
tention  to  regulations  and  pro- 
cednres  is  requested  of  county 
connittees  Isy  Leroy  K.  Sbiith, 
Manager  of  the  Corporation. 

"A  great  deal  of  time,  mon^, 
and  effort  can  he  sac7ed, "  said 
Stoith,  referring  to  the  forth¬ 
coming  sales  csnpaign,  "if  field 
workers  will  guide  themselves 
by  past  experiences  and  by  an 
und^standlng  of  the  types  of 
cases  we  receive  here  in  Wash¬ 
ington." 

GenOTally,  cases  referred  to 
Washington  f^l  into  two  class¬ 
es  —  requests  for  cancelation 
of  the  insurance  contract  and 
demands  for  acceptance  of  insur¬ 
ance.  Many  su^  cases  can  be 
corrected  if  they  are  uncovered 
early  enou^  Field  wori:er8 
should  remember  "the  time  ele¬ 
ment  is  the  essence  of  the  crop 
insurance  contract  for  the  pre¬ 
mium  is  considered  earned  upon 
the  seeding  of  the  crop." 

Sdncation  and  understanding 
by  the  farmeir  will  remedy  most 
of  these  ills,  Sknith  said,point- 
ing  out  that  field  workers 

should  first  do  a  thorough  Job 
of  selling  and  informing  the 
gro%r8r  about  insurance  before 
signing  him  to  a  contract. 
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Bie  Corporation  has  had  sev¬ 
eral  cases  involving  mimeo¬ 


graphed  a^lications.  In  some 
cases  the  application  form  was 
mineograjdied  in  FABT  but  not  in 
full.  Seme  have  even  omitted 
the  commodity  note  section.  In 
all  such  instances  llie  Corpora¬ 
tion  has  refused  to  accept  the 
contract.  Ihis  policy  will  be 
followed  in  all  such  cases  \diere 
counties  are  forced  to  resort  to 
mimeographing  of  forms  through 
shortage  of  printed  forms,  the 
Manager  says. 

"Where  such  application  forms 
are  mimeographed,"  the  Manager 
8£QrW,  "be  sure  thart  the  CCMPLtEEB 
form  is  mimeographed  IB  KILL  to 
assure  acceptance  of  the  con¬ 
tract  by  the  Corporation." 

A  number  of  requests  are  re¬ 
ceived  each  year  from  individu- 
ads  want  their  contracts 
canceled  on  grounds  they  signed 
the  contract  in  blank  or  they 
didn't  understand  the  cost,  the 
guaranteed  yield,  or  o&er  fac¬ 
tors  involved  in  insurance.

3  Year  Contract  Mokes 
Distribution  More  / 
Important  /

It  is  a  familiar  egression 
among  insurance  people  that  "In¬ 
surance  is.  sold — not  boTO^t." 
In  the  majority  of  cases,  over- 
the-counter  methods  of  the  gro¬ 
cery  store  are^  not  suitable  for 
selling  insurance. 

Ordinarily,  people  do  not 
come  and  ask  for  insurance  un¬ 
less  they  have  more  than  usual 
benefits  to  gain.  I  believe  it 
is  significant  that  some  insur¬ 
ance  conpanies  do  not  permit 
their  agenl^  to  close  contracts 
in  cases  vdiere  the  application 
is  sulanltted  without  solicita:- 
tioh  l^t  require  such  cases  to 
he  approved  first  1^  the  home 
office. 

Solicitation  can  be  made  in 
the  county  office  vdien  produc¬ 
ers  come  in  for  other  purposes. 
Some  time  well  in  advance  of  the 
closing  date  the  lists  should  be 
studied  and  thqee  vdio  have  not 
been  contacted  i  should  be  noted. 
Some  method  of  reaching  them  by 
both  direct  mall  and  personal 
visit  should  he  devised. 

Even  though  we  are  handi¬ 
capped  this  year  we  can  by 
various  methods  put  on  a  cam-

Continuous  selling,  starting 
six  months  before  the  deailine, 
was  one  of  the  primary  factors 
that  enabled  Bamsey  County  to 
lead  all  other  North  Dakota 
counties  in  the  number  of  ^ring 
wheat  farms  insured  for  1942, 
fi.  C.  lake,  county  conmittee 
chairman,  reports, 

Ramsey  County  insured  1,435 
farms,  starting  its  caiipai^ 
S^tember  6,  last,  and  continu¬ 
ing  it  through  the  last  day  of 
the  sigtnp  period,  February  28, 
last. 

"Our  success  is  firjst  due  to 
the  fact  that  continuous  effort, 
was  put  forth  in  spproaching  our 
cooperators,"  Lake  said.  "It 
was  not  considered  as  an  inteiv 
mittent  Job,  and  second  we  at 
all  times  atteopted  to  explain 
and  clarify  the  program  to  our 
re^ectivO  clients  so  they  had 
a  thorou^  understanding  of  it 
as  it  applied  to  their  iMivid- 
ual  farm," 

The  conmittee  used  3,100 
copies  of  panphlets  and  other 
printed  ixiformation  material,

UNCHANGED  REGULATIONS 
IS  AIM  OF  CORPORA  TION 


Efforts  will  be  made  to  make 
the  1943  Wheat  Regulations  stand 
with  a  ndnimum  of  changes  in 
future  years,  the  Corporation 
announces. 

It  is  expected  that  some 
minor  changes  probably  will  have 
to  be  made  from  time  to  time, 
but  basically,  the  Regulations 
will  remain  virtually  unchanged 
without  resorting  to  rewriting 
them  from  year  to  year.  When 
any  changes  are  made,  sipple- 
ments  will  be  issued. 

Among  the  changes  for  the 
1943  insurance  year  is  that 
placing  the  acreage  report  on  a 
county  basis  instead  of  for  in¬ 
dividual  farms.  The  same  pro¬ 
cedure  will  be  followed  with 
respect  to  premiums  and  insured 
production  totals. 

No  reports  will  go  to  the 
farmer  as  in  the  past.

NOTE  LIABILITY 
IN  TENANTCASES 
DEFINED  BY  FCIC 

Clarified  Ruling  Also 
Includes  Indemnity 
Payments 

A  more  detailed  explanation 
of  who  is  liable  for  payment  of 
the  cosmiodity  note  and  vbo  is 
entitled  to  the  indemnity  pay¬ 
ment  in  cases  vdiere  the  tenant 
leaves  the  farm  has  been  made  by 
the  Corporation, 

The  persons  having  the 
sured  interest  at  the  time  of 
the  beginning  of  the  planting  of 
the  crop  shall  be  re^nsible 
for  payment  of  the  note  in  those 
cases  vdiere  the  tenant  leaves 
the  farm  after  sigiing  the  ap- 
plication  and  the  beginning  of 
the  planting  of  the  crop. 

If  the  tenant  leaves  the  farm 
after  the  beginning  of  the 
planting  of  the  crop  and  before 
the  beginning  of  harvest  or  time 
of  loss,  the  interest  in  the 
crop  shall  be  automatically 
transferred  to  the  individual 
acquiring  the  interest.  The 
transferee  then  will  be  liable 
for  the  payment  of  the  not^ 
but,  if  such  collection  cannot 
be  made  from  the  transferee,  the 
individual  \dio  si^ed  the  note 
and  who  had  the  interest  in  the 
crop  at  the  beginning  of  plant¬ 
ing  will  be  held  liable  for  pay¬ 
ment. 

If  the  tenant  leaves  the  farm 
after  the  beginning  of  harvest 
or  the  time  of  loss,  payment  of 
the  indennity  will  be  made  to 
the  person  having  the  Interest 
in  the  crop  at  the  beginning  of 
harvest  or  the  time  of  loss. 
Such  person  also  vdll  be  liable 
for  payment  of  the  premium. 
However,  if  that  person  is  a 
transferee  and  the  pronium  pay^ 
ment  cannot  be  collected  from 
him,  the  individual  vdio  signed 
the  note  at  the  beginning  of 
planting  will  be  responsible 
for  payment, 

"In  these  cases,"  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  says,  "it  s^uld  be  un¬ 
derstood  that  an  interest  exist¬ 
ing  by  virtue  of  a  creditor  r^-

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HIGH  GARDEN  GOAL 

The  1942  national  goal  for 
farm  gardens  is  5,760,000  gar¬ 
dens.  This  conpares  with 
4,850,000  in  1941,  Victory  gar¬ 
dens  are  an  inportant  part  of 
esbch  commonity' 8  war  production 
plans.  Special  victory  garden 
conferences  have  been  held  in  a 
number  of  States.  State  Gover¬ 
nors  are,  by  proclamation,  set¬ 
ting  aside  a  ^ecial  "Garden 
Week."  Foods  that  we  groH 
rather  than  boy,  not  only  make 
possible  better  nutrition  and 
lower  costs  of  living,  but  this

The  Corporation  in  such  cases 
refuses  to  cancel  and  holds  the 
grower  to  the  contract. 

Then,  too,  there  are  frequent 
cases  ^idiere  farmers  appeal  for 
insurance  after  passage  of  the 
deadline,  advancing  the  argu¬ 
ment  they  didn*t  know  they  were 
supposed  to  apply  before  a  spec¬ 
ified  date.  This,  Smith  says, 
shows  a  la^  of  education  on 
the  jjart  of  the  county  coinnit- 
tee  and  community  coBBDitteemeL 
Just  as  the  contention  of  some 
farmers  that  th^  signed  their 
contracts  in  blank  shows  a 
lack  of  education  and  poor  prep¬ 
aration  before  attenpting  to 
sell  the  grower. 

The  best  results  are  ar> 
chieved,  a  study  of  operations 
in  a  number  of  counties  reveals, 
vhen  the  community  committeeman 
first  acquaints  himself  with  all 
factors  involved  in  insuring 
each  individual  before  contact¬ 
ing  him  personally,  ibid  vdien  he 
does  visit  the  grower  he  has 
with  him  the  individual* s  appli¬ 
cation  CCMPLETTELT  filled  out 
except  for  the  signature. 

Applications  signed  after  the 
deadline  have  been  refused  and 
the  Manager  says,  much  time,  ef¬ 
fort,  mon^,  and  paper  could  be 
saved  if  field  workers  woTild 
follow  the  policy  of  refusing 
applications  at  the  source  af¬ 
ter  the  deadlines.

paign  as  good  or  oetter  than 
in  previous  years.  In  planning 
our  caspaign,  I  believe  we 
should  consider  two  inportant 
factors.  One  is  the  50-percent 
plan.  Have  we  pushed  this  plan 
enou^T  l8n*t  it  possible  that 
we  nd^t  get  many  more  partici¬ 
pants  if  we  enphasized  the  50- 
percent  plan  because,  after  all, 
50-percent  insurance  has  much 
to  comend  it? 

First,  it  will  guarantee  the 
grower  the  cost  of  production. 
At  least  he  won't  lose  his  irt- 
vestment  although  he  may  not 
make  a  profit.  Secondly,  many 
farmers  in  the  past  have  refused 
insurance  for  reasons  of  costs 
involved  in  the  75-percent  plan. 
Have  we,  in  such  cases,  tried  to 
sell  him  50-percent  insurance? 
Maybe  he  would  take  the  smaller 
protection  at  a  lower  cost. 
Most  counties  have  written 
little  or  no  50^ercent 
insurance.  It  would  sean  that 
this  type  of  protection  had  not 
been  adequately  presented  in 
those  cases  iidiere  the  farmers 
did  not  want  to  pay  the  coat  of 
75-percent  protection. 

Now  that  we  are  going  to 
write  a  three  year  contract  for 
^eat  farmers  we  should  stop  and 
think  about  the  kind  of  partici¬ 
pation  we  have  been  getting  for 
the  past  four  years  and  the  kind 
we  should  get  for  the  next  three 
years. 

Has  the  past  participatioi 
for  the  county  been  satisfac¬ 
tory?  Have  the  insured  farmers 
been  fairly  r^resentative  of 
all  vdieat  farmers  in  the  county 
or  have  we  been  signing  vp  the 
poorer  farmers  only?  The  time 
to  avoid  some  kind  of  losses  is 
at  the  time  of  making  the  con¬ 
tract,  As  individuals  we  usu¬ 
ally  consider  carefully  before 
signing  contracts  the  chances 
for  gain  or  loss  because  after 
the  contract  is  signed  we  are 
bound  by  its  terms. 

Likewise,  with  writing  insur¬ 
ance  after  the  contract  is  made, 
the  Corporation  is  bound  to  the 
insurance,  not  for  one  year  now 
but  for  three.  This  does  not 
mean  that  we  should  pick  only 
the  best  farmers  for  insurance. 
However,  we  should  have  a  group 
that  is  fairly  representative  of 
the  county  as  a  vdaole. 


NOWJSjmjIME 

If  the  farmer  ever  gets  in  a 
mood  for  crop  insurance— it' s 
this  time  of  year— or  perh^s  a 
little  later  vdien  the  wheat  is 
heading.  Then  every  cloud  is  a 
threat  to  a  vdaole  year' s  work. 
If  the  weather  stays  too  wet 
the  vdieat  may  get  rust,  and  if 
it*  s  too  dry  the  heads  are  not 
going  to  fill.  It*s  an  ideal 
time  to  talk  crop  insurance, 
Oiu*  intensive  canpalgn  to  sell 
crop  insurance  will  come  this 
summer,  but  ri^t  now  is  a 
good  time  to  make  vdieat  grow¬ 
ers  crop  insurance  conscious. 

All  crop  insurance  indemni¬ 
ties  are  not  paid  for  damage  or 
loss  due  to  weather  conditions.

lationship  shall  not  be  consid¬ 
ered  as  interest  in  an  insured 
crop  within  the  meaning  of  the 
1943  Wheat  Crop  Insurance  Regu¬ 
lations.  Accordingly,  an  auto¬ 
matic  transfer  of  insurance 
shall  not  be  effected  when 
the  interest  is  acquired  as  a 
result  of  a  creditor  relation¬ 
ship," 


For  1943  due  to  wartime  con¬ 
ditions  it  will  be  necessary  to 
sign  up  more  of  the  farmers  in 
the  co\mty  office  than  formerly. 
The  procedure  and  forms  are  be¬ 
ing  prepared  earlier  this  year 
so  more  time  will  be  available 
for  this  type  of  solicitation. 
Some  farmers  may  hesitate  more 
this  year  than  in  the  past  be¬ 
cause  of  the  three  year  conr» 
tract.  The  advantages  to  them 
of  this  plan  should  be  pointed 
out.  They  are  automatically 
protected  for  three  years.  If 
the  yield  and  rate  conputed  for 
subsequent  years  becomes  more 
favorable  to  then  they  can  sign 
a  new  contract  and  get  the  bene¬ 
fits,  If  less  favorable  they 
still  have  insurance  on  the  o- 
riginal  basis.  The  farmer  gets 
the  breaks— heads  he  \dne— tails 
he  wins. 
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Tain*t  The  Weather-- 
It's  The  Hogs,  Horses 


The  Corporation  recently  set¬ 
tled  one  case  in  which  a  farmer 
lost  part  of  his  crop  after  it 
was  cat  and  in  the  stacks  v^en  a 
neighbor’s  hogs  got  loose  and 
tranpled  and  ate  the  grain.  The 
nei^ibor  paid  the  farmer  about 
30  bushels  and  the  Corporation 
later  e^jproved  the  approximate 
100  bushel  adjustment  made  with 
the  insured  grower  by  the  county 
coionlttee. 

Another  case,  still  pending, 
involves  a  loss  blamed  on  horses 
owned  b7  some  Indians.  The 
horses  trampled  ani  ate  stacked 
vdieat.  This  case  also  involved 
loss  due  to  e'^cesslve  moisture. 

SOUTH  DAK. COUNTY 
FACES  HOPPER  THREAT 

A  r^rt  on  the  hopper  egg 
situation  in  Hand  County,  S.Dak. 
indicates  that  grasshopper  dam¬ 
age  next  summer  may  be  very  se¬ 
vere,  A  survey  uncovered  8  to 
10  egg  pods  per  square  foot  in 
the  mar^ns  of  large  fields  and 
6  to  9  pods  in  the  margins  of 
smaller  fields  with  lesser  quan¬ 
tities  found  per  square  foot  in 
the  fields.  Nearly  all  of  the 
eggs  examined  were  found  to  be 
in  excellent  condition  for  hatch¬ 
ing,  only  five  percent  of  them 
bei^  destroyed  by  blister  bee¬ 
tle  larvae  and  other  predators. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the 
hopper  menace,  many  ^ind  County 
farmers  disked,  duckfooted,  or 
diskplowed  their  land  last  fall. 
The  report  adds  that  "Farmers  in 
the  county  are  urged  to  communi¬ 
cate  with  their  coimdtteeaien  to 
determine  vdiich  of  their  fields 
can  be  cultivated  for  grasshop¬ 
per  egg  control  during  the  early 
spring  months  ...  indications 
are  that  field  margins  shovild  be 
disked  early  and  thoroTighly."

for  his  farm  also  are  refused. 
These,  too,  could  be  eliminated, 
the  Mfuiager  points  out  if  field 
workers  would  make  sure  the  far¬ 
mer  \aiderstands  everything  about 
his  contract  and  is  offered  a 
conpletely  filled  out  applica¬ 
tion  for  signature  rather  than 
one  in  blank. 


Two  North  Dakota  counties 
used  solicitors  in  a  number  of 
their  townships  during  the 
recently  closed  canpaign  and 
found  the  results  very  satisfac¬ 
tory,  The  Eichland  County  com¬ 
mittee  reported  that  althoi:^ 
"sales  were  not  conpleted  in  all 
cases,  ground  was  laid  for  the 
future.  We  believe  the  solici¬ 
tor  method  is  most  satisfactory? 
One  such  solicitor  averaged  11.5 
tpplications  for  four  days 
vs>rked.

Canadian  agricultural  offi¬ 
cials  have  shown  great  interest 
in  the  IMted  States  government’s 
crop  insurance  program,  vMch 
protects  American  growers  from 
crop  losses  caused  by  such  pests. 

Dr,  C,  W,  Farstad,  Division 
of  Entomology,  Canadian  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture,  \d3o  has 
been  in  charge  of  the  eradice^ 
tion  program  since  1931,  blames 
the  sawfly  for  destruction  of 
more  than  50  million  bushels  of 
1941  wheat. 


BUG  ARMY  THREATENS 


Here  are  the  latest  reports 
on  the  insect  situation  from  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology: 

Grasshjpper  hatching  started 
in  parts  of  Arizona  the  latter 
half  of  February, 

Mormon  crickets  were  hatching 
the  second  and  third  wedcs  in 
March  in  Oregon. 

Cutworms  were  doing  their 
UEBoal  early  season  damage  as  far 
northward  as  the  Norfolk  section 
of  Virginia  and  the  army  cutworm 
was  developing  in  Mason  Valley, 
Nevada. 

The  green  bug  outbreak  has 
Intensified  in  Oklahoma  and 
Texas,  Heavy  infestations  have 
been  reported  in  Mississippi, 
Virginia,  and  Georgia, 

The  chinch  bug  population  in 
Kansas  is  reported  to  be  the 
heaviest  recorded  in  that  state. 

Much  damage  has  been  caused 
by  the  Hessian  Fly  in  the 
eastern  third  of  Kansas  and  mow 
is  anticipated. 

Twenty-five  thousand  ques¬ 
tionnaires  on  types  and  uses  of 
farm  machinery  are  being  sumua- 
rized  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricul¬ 
tural  Economics.

Crop  insurance  esplain- 
ed  or  called  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  cooperators  at 
each  of  11  Food  for 
Victory  meetings  and  other 
meetings.  At  the  Food  for 
Victory  meetings  a  clerk 
was  present  to  aid  coop¬ 
erators  in  signing  their 
applications  and  reviewing 
the  contract  with  each  ap¬ 
plicant  personally. 

"In  other  words,"  said  Lake," 
the  crop  insurance  program  vas 
constantly  kept  before  our  coop- 
orators,  The  mailing  of  appli¬ 
cations  to  absentee  owners  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  return  of  a  mimber 
of  applications,  apparently  to 
the  degree  %diere  it  merited  the 
work  of  sending  out  the 
applications." 


Dear  Mr.  Blank: 

The  enemies  of  your  vsiieat  crop  like  the  military  enemies  of  our 
country  are  sneaky  and  treacherous.  Tiiey  strike  without  warning 
and  unless  you  prepare  to  defend  yourself  against  sudden  attack 
it  may  he  disastrous. 

Here  are  some  more  reasons  why  you  should  have  all-risk  insurance 
on  your  next  crop; 

1.  It  guarantees  income  from  either  one-half  or  three-fourths 
of  your  average  yield, 

2.  It  will  cost  you  little,  if  anything,  over  a  long-time 
period  because  premiums  are  based  on  actual  risk  of 
growing  wheat  on  your  farm  and  in  your  county, 

3.  No  immediate  cash  outlay  is  required.  You  can  pay  for 
crop  insurance  at  harvest  time  although  the  crop  is 
protected  from  the  time  it  is  planted, 

4;  Crop  insurance  contracts  can  be  used  as  security  for  a 
loan, 

5.  In  case  of  crop  fail-ure  you  can  get  a  comnodity  loan  on 
your  indemnity  vdieat  the  same  as  if  you  acti:ially  pro*- 
duced  a  crop, 

6.  Insurance  gives  you  financial  stability.  Financial 
stability  on  the  farm,  more  than  ever  before,  is  necessary 
to  help  produce  food  to  win  the  war. 

Your  local  county  AAA  committee  will  gladly  give  you  more  detailed 
information  about  the  crop  insurance  program.
